Cal.,  [re¬ 
cently  found  a  curious  ri»ot  formatioii  of 
the  eucalyptus  in  the  bottom  of  his  wi  ll, 
alsjut  sixteen  feet  below  the  surface.  '#he 
trees  to  which  the  roots  belonged  sta|id 
fifty  feet  from  the  well.  Two  shifts 
pierced  through  the  brick  wall  of  tne 
well,  ami.  sending  off  millions  of  fibr  is. 
formed  a  dense  mat  that  Completely  n  s 
ered  the  bottom  of  the  well.  Most  A 
these  fibres  are  no  larger  tlian  threats, 
and  are  so  woven  and  intertwisted  as  o 
forma  mat  as  impenetrable  and  stn.i  g 
as  though  regularly  woven  in  a  I0041. 
The  mat,  when  first 'taken  out  of  tip- 
well,  was  water-soaked  and  covered  with 
lilud,  and  nearly  all  a  man  could  lift;  bit 
when  dry.it  wus  nearly  as  soft  to  touefi 
as  wool,  and  weighed  only  a  few  ounc«$. 
This  is  a  g«K*l  illustration  of  how  tli 
eucalyptus  absorbs  moisture — its  rool 
going  so  far  to  find  water,  pushing  then 
selves  through  a  briek  wall,  and  then  d< 
velopiijg  enormously  after  the  water 
reached.
